make them, and vol there in much 
about these people and Their work 

thai in Interesting and Instructive 
Besides molding direc I from the 

living figure, a process confined to 

the production of face masks, or 
copying some of the extremities, 

there are three ways of getting Hie 
matrices lined in the making of 
plaster oasts — the gelatine mold, 
piece mold and the sulphur mold. 
The gelatine mold is most, in 
vogue, and is used wherever there 
is boldneM of contour in the 
Original, and especially in cases of 

particular promlnen if limbs or 

extended arms or logs. 

This mold is made by ooating the 
model, previously well greased, with 
a hoi, and strong solution of glue lo 
sufficient volume to maintain Its 

Shape and hear I he necessary hand 
ling. Ii is divided upon lines thai 
will admit of its being drawn away 
from what are known as the under- 
cutting parts. As ii Is required to 
overcome considerable of such dif- 
flculty the gelatine is resorted to be- 
cause, being tOUgfa and elastic, 
having somewhat the charaoteris 

tics of India rubber in this respect, 

it lends Itself niosl readily lo with 
drawal from the undercut parts 1 >\ 

yielding to and slipping from under 
Instead of tearing a« 

After the lirsl live or six cast* 
have been taken from a gelatine 
mold.it rapidly deteriorates, until 
all clearness and decision of line may 
lie lost. From motive of gain, some 

of the makers push the out put of a 

gelatine mold so faras to destroy all 

el. in. nt of expression, reducing 

resemblanoe to the*general|mass. 

Casts of the en i ire figure, whether 

of the human or animal form, in t he 
majority of instances require to he 
wired — that is to say. iron wire is 
inserted into the mold to serve the 
same purpose for which the scnlplor, 
modeling in clay or piaster, sots up 

a wire skeleton upon which to build 

his statue. The arms and leg* in 
the human subject and the tail in 
the animal, because of llieir com 

paratives tenderness, need strength' 
ening and support. Not only is 
this requisite lor stability of the 
limbs, but it, iH also necessary lo 
secure a linn hold of the figure upon 
its base or pedestal. 

A piece mold, on I he eon I rar.v, is 

of Intricate construction, requti 

ing lime, pat ieneo and skill in t he 
making, bul once done, used with 
Care and properly stored away, 
there is practically no limit lo its 

productiveness. Hairing aooldent 
ai i raoture, K may be used for 

years. This method is principally 

adapted lo the copying of whal are 
termed "high reliefs." 

By I his met hod Urn mold is built 
up of plaster in sections, one at a 
lime, and only in such size and 
Shape .'ih will permil withdrawal 
from tbe model without any hin- 
drance whatever. Moth cast and 

mold being rigid, the least Inter 
ferenoe with undercutting parts 
would be fatal to one or both. 

Wit Ii I his mold, as also in the 

gelatine type, nn opening i* left in 
the mosi available parti and after 
the sections have been well gres 
and bound together liquid plaster is 
poured in, the mold being quickly 

handled, so as to brim: Hie firs! 

oharge of piaster mid Instant con 

tact, with the entile inner surface, 

ami immediately reinforced bye 
further inflow, as judgment maj 

dictate. Only Hie smaller casta 

am solid i hroughout. 

After the lapse of I.". n 
minutes, in thl >f busts or 

statuettes of moderate sum, the 

plaster will have set sufficiently to 



be taken from the mold, and the 
Cast is then set up on Shelving 

ranged about a stove 'or oven used 
for the purpose of drying out. This 

may occupy C hours or more, when, 

If required for Immediate use, the 
cast passes into the hands of the 
finisher. CFpota him devolves the 

task of setting tip, or joining Hie 
limbs to the body, and touching it 

up in general. 

At this stage it bears t he marks 
Of the mold in thin eggshell-like 

projections at, the points where 

divison of the mold < urs, caused 

by infiltration Of the thin plastei 
part way into the joints. In the 
case of piece molds, the cast is 
crossed in ninny places with these 
projections They are carefully and 

quickly removed by means of a steel 

modi ling tool of the spatula shape, 
somewhat curved in the blade, and 
any pitt ings occurrintr as a result of 

air balls in the casting are filled up 

with plaster mixed lo about the 
consistency of cream. Finally, the 
cast is touched up with a bit of 
sandpaper to remove roughness 
or other blemishes. 

In casting from the living model. 
say a fool or hand, the member 
being well greased, a bit of stout 

paper is laid down for it to rest 
upon. Thin and strong twine is 
heavily tallowed and laid along the 
lines which are to serve as divisions 
of the mold the lallow serving a 
double purpose to prevent tearing 
up the plaster and to insure the 

string remaining in close contact 
with the skin. In the meantime 

a bowl of sufficient size has been 
tilled with the mixed plaster. All 
being in readiness, a couple of 
ladlefuls are poured out upon the 
paper in area rather larger than the 
model to be copied, and the hand 
or foot is lightly placed upon this 

foundation. The remaining portion 
Is spread quickly and event} over 
to the thickness of about an Inch 

and a half and allowed to become 

partly set. As soon as the mass Is 

in such condition that a dull knife 
would out it easily ami cleanly, the 
ends of twine apparing outside the 
ends of the mold arc taken, One at a 
lime, and, with a linn and Steady 
pull are made lo cleave the mold 
along the required lines, in exactly 
the same way as a wire is used to 
cut apart large cheeses. 

The general east workers are 
mostly men who have landed here 

with limited means, but the lack

tablishment, choose a "head man," 
or manager, and^each one have his 

allotted duty to perform, either in 

manufacture or in the disposal of

ried men, il is usual for the party to 
lodge and feed themselves on the 
premises, to which, whether sales- 
room or workshop, reference is in- 
variably made as " the house." 

A.B the end and aim of all is even- 
tually to return to their own country 

with a competency, there is little 

Incentive tor attaining profloieney 

in our language. Those who have 
left families on the other side ro- 
gulaily transmit a pari Of theil earn- 
ings toward their support, but the 
bulk of income is no doubt laid 

away in the savings bank or as a 
secret hoard, and relied upon lo 
make ifs holder the possessor of a 
cottage, willi ils lew acres of vine- 
yard and olive grove, or orange 
plantation, beneath the soft blue of 

his own Italian skies. A sum here 
deemed Inconsiderable In im- 

portauoe v. 111 be ample t0 make him 
fairly Well to do In his native land 

and with the simple measure of his 
needs.

remind ns of the ancient symbolism 
of the imperial hue. The color is not 

only symbolical an i charged with 
ancient associations, bin forms a 
welcome variety to the "customary 

suits of solemn black," which on 

such an occasion of national mourn- 
ing arid sorrow help to deepen the 

general ^looin. 

The use of purple greatly reliev- 
ed the general sombreness of I he de- 
corations at I he Queen's funeral. 
Haddington was drsped pari in 
purple and while, and many of I he 
houses on the line of route used the 

royal color. Baroness Burdett- 

Coutt's house, draped in pin -pie, with 

a white fringe, and a neighboring 
hotel, with its balconies richly 
shrouded in pruple wild golden 
tassels, were specially noteworthy 
examples of quietly good and beauti- 
ful effects. In one or two places 
where clotfa ran short, purple paint 
was used with striking success. At 
Windsor the use of mingled purple 
and black hangings for lampposts 
and electric light standards, as well 
a* for booses, was very general. 

The same color symbolism was shown 
in I he very large use which was 
made of the purple cattleya orchids 
in the innumerable wreaths which 
WSre sent by all sorts and conditions 
of people. The great tribute sent 

by the govern msnt and people of 

South Australia was formed of these 
orchids with violets and laurel 
leaves. A shield of violets, nine 
feet high, came from the imperial 
yeomanry. I'arma violets formed 
the base of the beautiful tribute 
sent by Lord and Lady Dudley. 
British Columbia sent a cushion of 
violets with the imperial crown and 
monogram [ticked out in lilies of the 

valley. But it would be an endless 
task to enumerate the instances in 
which purple and violet flowers 

symbolized the grief snd affection 

of the senders. 

The symbolical associations of 
purple are of ancient origin. Violet 
and not black is the usual color of 

mourning in Turkey at the prosest 

day, but our western use of the 
color in connection with royalty is 
derived from the customs of ancient

to see two kings of Franco." "It 
was an amusingly characteristic 
example of the Stuart, obstinacy 
and want of (act. The surprise of 
the magnificent Louis was probably 
greater than that of his courtiers. 
James' brother, Charles II., wore 
the same royal color a few months 
after his restoration, when his 
younger brother, the Duke of 
Gloucester, died of smallpox, Mr. 
Pepeys remarked In his " Diary," 
September 16, I860: " Thence' lo 
White Ball Garden, where I saw 
the king in purple mourning for 
his brother." 

The use of the imperial purple 
was confined to the reigning mon- 
arch, for Mr, Pspys tells us a few 
yearslaterhow he went to Whitehall 
and saw the Duchess of York in a 
line dress of second mourning for 
her mother, black edged with 
ermine. Mary Queen of Scots 
when in mourning for the Karl of 
Darnley wore black and white, with 
slight mixture of purple, and the 
same variegated colors were worn 
by Queen Antic on the death of Iter 

husband, Prince George of Den 
mark. Consciously or unconscious- 
ly, in wearing these three colors 
Queen Anne combined the mourn- 
ing SOitS CUStOmary at three several 

courts at different times. Black was 

the German color. The empresses 
dowager of Germany were accus- 
tomed, it is said, never to leave off 

their mourning, ami their apart 
mentH were hung with black till 
their death - a most unnecessarily 
doleful custom. Purple, as we have 

sc(;it, was the color for bolh French 

and English royal mourning, while 
white was in earlier times usually 
worn by French queens on the 

occasion of I In- king's decease. 

"Koines blanches," they were 
(tailed, because of this euslom. 

While, it may i>e remarked, was 

the CUStOmary color for female 
mourning in ancient Home, undei 

both the republic and the empire, 

and in more modern days it has 

been wont not only by French 
queens, but by ol her royal mourners. 
Henry VIII. wore while after the 
execution of Anne Holeyn. Slrull, 

who mention-, this Interesting fact, 
does not attempt to give any 

explanation, of this departure from 

the usual CUStOm. 

A great variety of colors have 
been and are still used to symbolize 

mourning in different ages and In 
different quarters of the globe but 

purple the imperial purple is 

likely long to remain lie appro- 
priate hue for use on the occasion 
of the death of the British empire's 
ruler. — Liondon Globe.
